1* The State Optical Institute (Gosudarstvennyy Opticbeskiy Institute or GOl) 
is located in Leningrad on Vasilevskiy Ostrov, iBir&hevaya L.iniya number 
13-15. In 1951 the institute employed about 2,600 engineers, technicians, 
and skilled workers . It experiments with all kinds of submarine periscopes, 
precision bomb sights (opticheskiye pr it sell), range finders (dalnomeri), 
scientific photographic equipment, spectroscopes, parts for nautical 
signaling systems, and other similar optical equipment. The factory not 
only produces models which have been tested and accepted, but also engages 
in experimental work in the optical field. It is not primarily engaged in 
military production, but chiefly is important as an experimental institu- 
ti 6 n* Equipment which is approved by GOI is mass-produced by other 
optical factories.

2. The State Optical Factory (Gosua^rstyennyy Opticheskiy Zavod, or GOZ ) 
is^located in Leningrad, Viipuri (Vyborg) rayon, at Chugunnaya U1 it sa number 
2 . . This is the largest optical factory in the Soviet Union for production 
of military optical equipment.. The factory is not directly subordinate to 
the GOI, mentioned above, but coordinates work with the experimental in- 
stitute and produces most of the mass-produced equipment which has been 
approved by GOI. GOZ also produces older types of optical equipment. In 
March 1950, the factory employed an estimated 5,000 workers. A new plant 
was constructed for GOZ between 1 9^9 and 1951, and by the summer of 1952 
it is expected that the production , of the factory will he increased by 
this new plant.
